Hideaki Ohba: New Names of Sedum uniflorum Hook. & Arn. and Its Infraspecific 
Taxa (Crassulaceae)

Sedum uniflorum Hook. & Am. is found 
China, Taiwan, Japan and Korea, in which 
areas four subspecies and four varieties are 
distinguished (Ohba 2001). As ‘t Hart and 
Bleij (2003) indicated, the name is illegimate 
because it is the later homonym of Sedum 
uniflorum Rafin. 

Hooker and Amott published this name in 
1838 in The Botany of Captain Beechey’s 
Voyage, however, Rafinesque’s name was 
published in 1810 in Caratteri di Aleune 
Nouvi Generi for a Sicilian Crassulaceous 
plant, which is now known as Phedimus 
stellatus (L.) Rafin. It is necessary to publish 
new names for Sedum uniflorum and its 
infraspecific taxa recognized by Ohba (1981, 
2001). Since Sedum japonicum Siebold ex 
Miq. published in 1866 is the second earliest 
name for the species, five new names for of 
the infraspecific taxa under this specific 
name are proposed as follows. For further 
synonyms see Ohba (2001).
